AY E the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in 
TE EZ Parliament Aſſembled, being according 
mn 7 =$#YLFS to our Duty ever Solicitous for the Pre- 
I ſervation and Incteaſe of the Trade of 
BE this Kingdom, on which the Support of 
WW: Your Majeſtics Greatneſs and Honout 
Se=., 10 much depends, as well as the Security 
= and Defence of Your People, have been 
very Apprehenfive, That the Stepslately 
made towards a Settlement of Your Subjedts of the Kingdom of 
Scotland at Darien, may- tend to the great Prejudiceof this Na- 
tion, and poſſibly to the Diſturbance of that Peace and good 
Correſpondence with the Crown of Spain, which we conceive is ves 
ry Advantagiousto usall : We have therefore taken the ſanic into 
our ſerious Conſideration, as a Matter of the greateſt Importance, 
and proper to be laid before Your Majeſty, as the Common Father 
of both Countreys. Andaswe are truly ſenſible of the gteat Loſles 
our Neighbour Kingdom hath ſuſtained, both of Men ahd Treas 
ſure, in their Expeditions to that Place, whichwe very heartily la» 
ment, ſo we ſhould not Endeavour, Dy any Interpoſirion of ours, 
to Defeat the Hopes they may ſtill Entertain of Recovering 
thole Loſſes by their further Engaging in that Delign, But that 
we judge ſuch a Proſecution on their Parts muſt end not only in 
far greater Diſappointments to themſelves, but at the {ame time 
prove very Inconvenieutto the Trade and Quiet ofthis Kingdom. 
On this Occaſion we humbly preſume to put Your Majeſty in 
mind of the Addreſs of both Houſes of Parliament, Preſented to 
Your Majeſty on the Seventeenth Day of December, 1695. Ia the 
Cloſe of which AdYreſs Your Majeſty will ſeethe Unanimous Senſe 
of this Kingdom inrelationtoany Settlement the Scots might make 
in the Weſt Indies, by Virtue of an A of Parliament paſt abour 
that time inthe Kingdom of Scotland, which was the Occaſion of 
the ſaid Addrels. 
And we hutably Repreſent to Your Majeſty, That having re- 
ceived Information of {ome Orders Your Majeſty had ſent to the

Conſideration. and.we are Confident. that Your Majeſty 
cannot be thought too Partial to the Addrets ot;this:Houſe, it Your 
Majeſty ſhallin the firſt Place Conſider the Advantage and Goodof 
the Trade of this Kingdom, by: the PreſervatipnangImprovement

" J1S Majeſty having Received 4 very Dutiful Apreſs from the 

© Houſe of Peers, in relation to the Endeavonrs lately uſed by. 
ſome of His Majeſties Subje&s of the Kingdom of Scotland, towards 
making a Settlement at Narien, in. which they humbly Repreſent to 
Hinr- their Opinion, That 'ſuch a Settlement is. inconſiſtent with the 
Good of the Plant ian-Trace of this Kingdom : Is Pleaſed to let the 
Honſe know, That He will always have a very great Regard to their 
Oprnion ; and to Aſſure them, That He will never be Wanting by all 
Proper Means to Promote the Advantage and Good of” the Trade of 
England. At the ſame time His Majefty 3s Pleaſed to Declare, 
That He cannot but have a great. Concern and Tenderneſs for His 
Kingdom of Scotland; ' and 4 Deſire'to Advance their Welfare and 
Proſperity, and is very ſenſibly Touched with the Loſs. Hzs Subjects of 
that Kingdom have ſuſtained; "by their late unbappy Expeditions in 
order toa Settlement at Darien. His Majeſty does Apprehend, That 
Diffieetlties may 9/27 ariſe with reſpe& to the different Intereſts. of 
Tide between His Two Kingdoms, unleſs ſome way be found ont to 
Unite them more nearly and compleatly : And therefore His Majeſty 
takes this Opportunity of putting the Houſe of Peers in mind. of what 
He Recommended. to His Parliament ſoon after His Acceſſion to the 
Throne, That they woult] conſider of a Union between the Two K ing- 
domes. His Majeſty is of Opinion, That nothing would mgre contribute - 
to the Security and Happineſs of both Kingdoms ; and 3s inclined to 
hope, That after they have lived near a Hundred Tears under the ſame 
Head, ſome happy Expedient may be found for making then one People, 
a Caſe a Treaty i, on foot for that purpoſe ; and therefore He does 
very earneſtly Recommend this — tothe Conſideration of the Houſe. 
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
